Continuation  of  the  recently  re-instated  protein  set-aside  order  and  new  re- 
trictions  on  the  use  of  protein  meal  to  last  through  February  have  been  announced

^-yrotein  meal  among  feeders  in  a  scarce  supply  area  which  includes  New  Mexico, 

Texas,  Colorado,  and  Oklahoma,  the  regulations  earmark  for  distribution  as  direc- 


ted by  Department  officials  five  per  cent  of  all  oilseed  meal  processed. 

While  expecting  that  the  set-aside  will  improve  distribution,  Department  feed 

specialists  state  that  the  basic  problem  is  a  lack  of  enough  protein  feed  in  the 

country  to  take  care  of  the  present  heavy  livestock  arid  poultry  populations*

Recent  an»* 
nouncement  of  proposed  ceiling  prices  on  raw  cotton  is  a  "technical  procedure," 
he  explained,  since  advance  notice  to  growers  must  be  given  at  least  15  days

before  the  norma^pF planting  season.  -  Without  such  a  notice,  establishing  ceilings 
later  in  the  year  would  have  been  legally  impossible,  regardless  of  what  happened 
to  cotton  prices.

The  last  annual  report  of  the  AAA.  (now  combined  with  other  agencies  in  the 
Production  and  Marlcetiiig  Administration)  points  out  that  post-war  years  must  bring 
increased  conservation  of  soil  productivity  cn  the  individual  farms  of  the  Nation* 

Feinting  out  that  millions  of  acres  were  over-cropped  and  over-grazed  to  get 
the  farm  production  which  hastened  victory,  N.  E.  Dodd  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture recommends  increased  conservation  efforts  to  make  up  the  fertility  that 
was  sent  to  war^ 

TRUNIN  Oil  SUBSIDIES 

The  ?rsident  of  the  United  Ststes  has  offered  the  following  analysis  of  the 
food  subsidy  situation  for  consideration  by  farmers: 

"NONE  0?  US  likes  subsidies.    Our  farmers,  in  particular,  have  always  been 
opposed  to  them.    But,  I  believe  our  farrers  are  as  deeply  conscious  as  any  group 
in  the  land  of  the  havoc  which  inflation  can  create.    Certainly,  in  the  past  18 
months  there  has  been  no  group  which  has  fought  any  harder  in  support  of  the 
Government's  price— control  program.    I  am  confident  that,  if  the  facts  are  placea 
before  them  and  if  they  see  clearly  the  evils  between  which  we  are  forced  to 
choose,  they  will  understand  the  reasons  why  subsidies  must  be  continued." 
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
